TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE 
FARSLEY  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 


Gentlemen, — 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Twenty-second  Annual 
Report  on  the  Health  of  the  District. 

Although  nothing  in  the  health  conditions  of  the  District  calls 
for  particular  comment,  it  is  a little  disappointing  to  have  to'  report 
a slight  decline  in  the  Birth-rate,  but  as  opposed  to  this  there  is 
a very  satisfactory  decrease  in  the  Death-rate,  and  a very  sub- 
stantial decrease  in  the  Infantile  mortality  rate. 

The  long  Summer,  one  of  the  most  remarkable  for  many 
years,  has  no  doubt  been  conducive  to-  the  good  health  of  the 
inhabitants,  and  a pleasing  feature  has  been  the  absence  of  the 
Summer  Diarrhoea  which  is  usually  prevalent.  In  my  opinion, 
the  present  report  is  one  of  the  best  it  has  been  my  pleasure  to 
present  to  you  during  my  term  of  office. 

There  is  a slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  Notifications  of 
Infectious  diseases. 

During  the  month  of  April  there  were  many  cases  of  Mumps. 
In  June  we  had  a visitation  of  Chicken  Pox,  and  in  August  several 
cases  of  Measles. 

Vsta!  Statistics. — The  total  number  of  Births  registered  in 
the  Farsley  Area  during  the  year  1921  was  99,  to  which  has  to 
be  added  one  Transferable  Birth  occurring  outside  the  District, 
making  a total  of  ioo,  consisting  of  48  Bovs  and  52  Girls,  and 
being  14  less  than  the  total  for  the  previous  year. 
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The  number  of  girls  in  excess  of  boys  was  4,  exactly  the 
same  as  1920. 

The  total  of  100  Births,  calculated  on  a population  of  6,210, 
as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General,  gives  a Birth-rate  of  16. 1 
per  thousand,  this  being  2.4  lower  than  the  previous  year,  but 
is  higher  than  1919,  and  may  be  regarded  as  quite  satisfactory. 

Two  illegitimate  Births  were  registered  during  the  year,  as 
against  none  in  1920. 

The  Birth-rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  22. 4,  this  being 
3.4  lower  than  in  1920. 

The  Rate  for  Farsley  is  still  below  the  average  for  the  whole 
of  the  country,  but  has  not  declined  to  so>  great  an  extent. 

The  Deaths  registered  in  the  District  during  the  year  1921 
numbered  59,  being  6 less  than  in  1920. 

This  total  is  made  up  of  33  Mates  and  26  Females,  from 
which  have  to*  be  deducted  the  deaths  of  2 non-resident  males, 
making  31  Males  and  26  Females,  and  to  these  numbers  are  to 
be  added  the  deaths  of  7 Males  and  3 Females  which  occurred 
outside  the  District } making  in  all  38  Males  and  29  Females,  a 
net  total  for  calculation  of  67,  being  17  less  than  in  1920. 

On  an  estimated  population  of  6,210  the  net  total  of  67  gives 
a Death-rate  of  10.7,  being  a very  satisfactory  decrease  of  2.9 
below  1920,  and  3.9  bel'ow  1919,  from  which  it  would  appear 
that  our  Death-rate  is  steadily  decreasing. 

I he  Death-rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  12. 1,  and  our 
District  is  therefore  well  below  the  average  for  the  whole  country. 

Four  deaths  of  Infants  under  1 year  of  age  were  registered 
being  4 less  than  in  1920,  and  giving  an  Infantile  Mortality  Rate 
of  40  per  thousand  births  registered^  a decrease  of  30.1  on  1920. 

The  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  8.3,  and  Farsley  is 
again  well  below  the  general  average.

Cerebral  Apoplexy  and  Heart  Disease,  8 each ; Pulmonary  Tuber- 
culosis, 5 ; Cancer,  7 ; Premature  Birth  and  Inanition,  4 ; Chronic 
Bronchitis,  Broncho-Pneumonia,  Pneumonia,  Intestinal1  Obstruc- 
tion, 2 each ; and  1 each  Gastm  Enteritis,  Angina  Pectoris, 
Membranous  Croup,  Tubercular  Meningitis,  Rheumatoid  Arthritis, 
Renal  Abscess,  Duodenal  Ulcer,  Pernicious  Anaemia,  Encephalitis, 
Hypothyroidism  ; Other  Causes,  2 ; Inquests,  3. 

The  Rateable  Value  of  the  Urban  District  of  Farsley  is 
5s  °d*  5 the  Poor  Rate  being  8/-  in  the  pound,  and  the 
District  Rate  7/-  in  the  pound. 

Along  with  other  districts  the  inhabitants  of  Farsley  con- 
tribute to  the  support  of  the  General  Infirmary  and  the  Hospital 
for  Women  and  Children  in  Leeds,  and  the  Royal  Eye  and  Ear 
Hospital  in  Bradford,  all  of  which  Institutions  accept  patients 
from  the  various  districts  in  the  West  Riding  of  Yorkshire. 

The  Child’s  Welfare  Centre,  held  at  the  Methodist  School, 
Farsley,  has  been  deservedly  popular,  and  there  has  been  a 
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greatly  increased  number  in  attendance  during  the  year.  The 
mothers  are  realising  more  and  more  that  the  Clinic  is  for  the 
purpose  of  keeping  children  in  a good  state  of  health,  and  pre- 
venting disease  rather  than  a resort  for  the  ailing.  There  is 
also  evident  a spirit  of  friendly  rivalry  as  to  the  appearance  and 
health  of  the  children,  which  is  entirely  laudable  and  worthy  of 
every  encouragement..  The  babies  have  been  of  a remarkably 
healthy  type,  and  generally  reflect  great  credit  on  the  home  condi- 
tions. 

When  considered  necessary  food  has  been  supplied  free  of 
charge.  All  cases  are  seen  and  examined  once  a month  by  the 
Medical  Officer. 

Water. — The  supply  purchased  from  the  Corporation  of 
Bradford  is  sufficient  and  constant,  of  good  quality,  and  there 
has  been  no*  complaint  of  any  plumbo  solvent  action.  We  have 
no  serious  pollution  of  streams  in  the  District. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. — These  are  adequate  and  fully  up 
to  present  requirements  in  every  respect. 

Closet  Accommodation. — The  conversions  to  the  Water 
Carriage  Systems  are  proceeding  as  rapidly  as  possible,  and  for 
full  particulars  of  this  work,  as  also'  for  statistics  regarding 
scavenging,  I would  refer  you  toi  the  Report  of  your  Inspector  of 
Nuisances,  which  is  appended. 

School®. — The  health  of  the  Schools  has  been  quite  satis- 
factory, and  on  no  occasion  have  I ordered  them  to'  be  closed 
owing  to'  the  prevalence  of  Infectious  Diseases.  This  is  a great 
advance  on  the  year  1920,  when  the  Schools  were  'dosed  on  two 
occasions. 

M8Hk  Supply. — The  cowsheds  in  the  District  are  both  exter- 
nally and  internally  in  satisfactory  condition.  The  milk,  being 
locally  produced,  is  pure  in  quality  and  no*  shortage  of  supply  is 
reported. 

Infectious  Diseases. — -There  were  11  Notifications  of  Diseases 
in  the  First  Quarter  of  the  year;  13  in  the  Second  Quarter;  7 
in  the  Third  Quarter;  and  11  in  the  Fourth  Quarter;  a total  of 
42  cases  in  all;  being  a decrease  of  1 on  1920. 

Scarlet  Fever. — 28  Notifications  were  received,  this  being 

two'  less  than  1920,  and  no  death  was  registered  as  due  to'  this 
disease. 

Erysipelas. — d hree  cases  notified,  being  1 in  excess  of  the 
previous  year. 

Diphtheria.  Five  cases,  being  an  increase,  of  3 over  1920, 
but  the  same  as  1919*  No  death. 
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Enteric  Fever. — Two  cases,  being  (two  less  than  1920.  No 
death. 

Tuberculosis. — Three  new  cases  were  reported ; a satisfac- 
tory decrease  of  2 on  1920. 

Encephalitis  Lethiargiica. — One  case,  which  terminated  fatally. 

Twenty-six  of  the  Scarlet  Fever  cases,  3 Diphtheria,  and  1 
Enteric  were  removed  to  Hospital,  and  all  made  a good  recovery. 

Vaccination. — I am  pleased  to>  report  that  the  number  of 
applications  for  exemption  shows  a decrease.  The  statistics  are 
as  follows  : —

HIGHWAYS. 

The  following  is  a summary  of  the  work  done  on  the  Pligh- 
ways  during  the  year  : — • 

Leeds1  and  Bradford  Road. — This  road  has  been  repaired  the 
whole  length  from  Woodhall  Road  to  Old  Road  on  the  up  side  to 
Bradford,  and  from:  Duckett’s  Farm  to  Charity  Farm,  on  the 
down  side,  all  relaid  with  tar  macadam  (826  tons).  From  Owl- 
cote  Lane  to  Chanty  Farm  relaid  with  2in.  granite  and  bound 
with  Glutrin  and  Rocmac  (228  tons).  Total,  1,054  tons. 

DISTRICT  ROADS, 

New  Street. — From  Bradford  Road  to  Hudson  Street,  repaired 
with  screened  macadam  and  bound  with  Glutrin. 


Calloway  Lane. — -Repaired  from  Bradford  Road  to  Thorny- 
hurst  with  granite  and  Glutrin  bound.

per  day  as  against  13.25  gallons  per  head  last  year.

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SANITARY  DEPARTMENT. 


FARM. 

During  the  year  a large  amount  of  work  has  been 
carried  out  at  the  Farm,  all  the  plots  of  land  for  treating  Sewage 
have  been  ploughed,  worked  and  cleared,  all  the  Willows  have 
been  pulled  up.  The  Precipitation  Tanks  and  Lagoons  are 
emptied  periodically,  the  sewage  is  treated  on  the  whole  of  the 
land,  and  AluminO'  Ferric  is  used.  The  final  effluent  from  the 
farm  has  been  kept  at  a fair  standard,  and  no  complaints 
received  from  the  Rivers  Board.  Two  Sludge  Lagoons  have  been 
reformed1  and  redrained,  and  a pumlp  well  built  at  the  new 
Lagoons.  The  Farm  generally  is  satisfactory  and  the  improve- 
ment reported  last  year  is  maintained.  The  whole  of  the  sludge 
has  been  taken  away  by  farmers,  about  520  loads  being  disposed 
of  during  the  year. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

During  the  year  30  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  were  notified 
to  me  which  are  as  follows: — 3 Diphtheria,  28  Scarlet  Fever, 
and  2 Enteric.  All  these  cases  are  notified  by  your  M.O.H. 
Each  case  was  visited  and  the  drains  and  fittings  inspected  and 
disinfectants  given  out. 


SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 

I here  are  Six  Slaughter-houses  in  the  district.  All  have 
been  inspected  at  various  times  and  are  generally  kept  clean  and 
in  fair  order. 


DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS,  & MILKSHOPS. 

The  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  have  been  inspected 
and  were  found  clean  and  in  good  order. 


BAKE-HOUSES. 

The  Bake-houses  have  been  inspected  and  were  found 
exceedingly  clean  and  well  kept  . 
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NUISANCES. 

Eight  notices  have  been  served,  three  for  insanitary  closets, 
two  defective  drains,  and  one  for  gas  leakag'e,  one  for  provision 
of  ashpits,  and  one  for  removal  of  slaughter-house  offal.  Of 
these  all  have  been  dealt  with  excepting  two  of  those  served  for 
insanitary  closets.  These  are  in  hand  and  it  is  hoped  to  have 
w.c.’s  fixed  in  due  ourse. 

CLOSET  ACCOIVS  IVIODATION. 

I arm  pleased  to'  be  able  to'  report  19  Water  Closets  have  been 
connected  to  sewer;  7 Privies  have  been  converted  into  w.c.’s, 
and  7 Water  Closets  to  Works.  The  present  accommodation  is
